Sempervivum Culture 


All species will grow in ordinary soil, in full sun, shade or half-shade if 
given good drainage, however all forms change their characteristics 
when grown in dense shade, and very rich soils. We find the best results 
are obtained by using soil moderately enriched with leafmold. 

The flowering plants disappear after blooming but their place is 
soon filled by the offsets. They can be transplanted at any growing 
season. Sempervivum attain their full color in May and June. When the 
hot weather comes, the color starts to fade; and they take on their sum- 
mer color which is less brilliant.
